In speaking with librarians in various library systems around 
the province, many have told me of the difficulty in keeping 
up-to-date on Statistics Canada releases, order procedures, 
etc. For this reason, we have decided to send out a Memo to 
Librarians from time to time to keep you informed about 
Statistics Canada activities. If you have any comments you 
wish to make about this idea or suggestions for future issues, 
please let me know. 


STATISTICS CANADA DAILY 


The best way to keep up-to-date is to read the Daily (11-001). 
It has several functions: 


(1) announces the release of a publication; 


(2) furnishes advance information from a forthcoming 
publication and generally provides the name of the person 
from whom further information can be obtained; 


(3) publishes a few series which do not appear anywhere else. 
These are: Help Wanted Index, Passenger Bus Statistics 
(Intercity and Rural), Railway Carloadings, Business 
Conditions Survey, Canadian Manufacturing, Steel Ingots 
Production (Weekly), Canada's Foreign Trade in Automotive 
Products and Canada's Foreign Trade in Commodities of 
Agricultural Origin (the last two are also in Infomat 
(11-002). 


An example of a notice of general interest in the Daily is the 
"Key Economic Series". At the end of each month the projected 
release dates for important series are given for the following 
month (e.g. see Daily of September 28 for October dates). 


i. In our own library, we make sure that each person sees the Daily 

i when it arrives, and we verify and check off the publications as 
they arrive under the section "Publications Released". We also 
photocopy certain pages containing advance statistics (generally 
for all annual catalogues and some monthlies) and file the 
Sheets under their respective catalogue numbers. This avoids 
flipping through a whole pile of Dailies to see if advance 
information is available or not.

1976 CENSUS 


As you are probably all aware, some information from the 1976 
Census is now available. To date, many of the 1976 Census of 
Agriculture publications have been released and approximately 
a dozen from the 1976 Census of Population and Housing. This 
fall, estimated release dates for most of the other publications 
will be provided and I will pass these on to you. Unfortunately, 
the 1976 Census Catalogue will not be available for some time. 


It is important to note that unless you are a Full Depository 
Library (FDL), you must request the 1976 Censuses in writing 
from either Supply and Services or Statistics Canada (whatever 
your uSual ordering procedures). Selective Depository Libraries 
(SDL) receive the Censuses free and are asked to give their DCL 
number when writing to Supply and Services. 


There is a free bulletin from the Census field, Statistics Canada, 
called Communiqué. It provides "detailed information about 1976 
Census products and services: publications and their contents, 
maps, reference documents, special tabulations, etc." If you 
would like to be put on the mailing list or would like any 

further details with regard to the 1976 Census, please let me know. 


OTHER NEWS 


Our Toronto office is in the midst of arranging Statistics Canada 
workshops with the various Regional Library Systems. These will 
be held later this fall or early in the New Year, so keep your 
eyes open for notices of a workshop in your area: 


The 198] Census of Merchandising and Services is tentatively 
cancelled. It may be replaced by a number of smaller on-going 
censuses of particular groups (i.e. Food Retailers). 


The next Statistics Canada Catalogue is due to be released in the 
fall of 1978. It is presently in the planning stage and I will be 
attending a meeting in Ottawa on November 2 to discuss the format 
of the new Catalogue. I, therefore, NEED AND WOULD APPRECIATE ANY 
AND ALL COMMENTS ABOUT THE PRESENT CATALOGUE AND SUGGESTIONS FOR 
CHANGES, e.g. format, description of publications, index, features 
such as "Unpublished Information", "Non-Census Publications 
Containing Urban Data", etc. 


Please call or send in your comments by October 27, so I can be 
Sure to pass them along. 


Statistics Canada has released two free publications which serve 
as guides in the use of statistics. One is called "Your Guide to 
the Consumer Price Index". The other is "How a Manufacturer Can 
Profit From Facts". The latter is part of a series and up-coming 
versions are planned for Retailers and Contractors. If your 
library does not have a copy of these two publications, get in 
touch with me and I will send them to you.

STATSCAN NEWS 


Here is the second issue of my "Memo to Librarians". Your positive 
response to the first issue confirmed my suspicions that librarians are 
having difficulty in keeping up on new Statistics Canada activities and 
publications. I welcome any suggestions you have on subjects you would 
like covered in future issues. 


1976 CENSUS 


As I'm sure you all are aware, information is now being published from the 
1976 Census. The 1976 Census Catalogue (99-800) is not yet available, but 
a complete list of publtcations can be found in the "Catalogue Supplement". 
To date, the following publications have been released: 92-801 to 92-807, 
92-811, 92-821, 96-801 to 96-803, 96-851 to 96-862, 99-810 to 99-820, 
Many more publications should be available within the next few months, 


Selective Depository Libraries should have received a questionnaire from 
Supply and Services asking them to check off the publications they wish to 
receive. If you did not get a questionnaire you can write to Mr. Ralph 


Smith, Depository Services, Publishing Centre, Supply and Services Canada, 
Ottawa, Ontario, KIA OT6. 


In addition to the published catalogues, Census information is being 
produced in the form of User Summary Tapes and Microfiche, The contents of 
these tables are designed to complement published data in terms of providing 
more detailed cross-tabulations or data for small geographic areas, 
Tabulations will be produced at the following geographic levels: 


(1) Canada/Province/Electoral District (01d Boundaries) /Enumeration Area; 

(2) Canada/Province/Census Division/Census Subdivision; 

(3) Canada/Province/CMA or CA (Tracted)/Census Tracts or Provincial 
Census Tract, 


The Toronto Regional Office will be receiving the complete set of microfiche. 
If you would like information on any of these geographic areas, please let 
me know. 


The 1976 Census Mapping Program is well under way. The reference maps show 

the boundaries of all geographic areas for which Census data are available, 

(e.g. Census divisions and subdivisions, federal electoral districts, Census 
tracts, enumeration areas, etc.). Our Toronto library will be receiving al] 
the maps available for areas in Ontario. Again, if there are any questions, 
contact me. 


In my last "memo", I mentioned Communiqué, a free news bulletin containing 
information from the 1976 Census, It's an excellent way to keep up on what's 
being released.

By now, you all should have received a copy of the "Catalogue Supplement" 
released in January. There are two typographical errors in the English 
Supplement:

Catalogue. I passed them all along to the people responsible in Ottawa. 
The 1978 Catalogue is due to be released in August, with a much improved 
index: 

CANADA YEARBOOK 
‘The 1976/77 edition of the Canada Yearbook is now being printed and is due 
to be released in the early part of March, 

CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 


On the back page of the November '77 issue of 62-001, The Consumer Price 
Index, the monthly release dates for 1978 are given for the CPI. 


It is important to note that the Consumer Price Index Revision is being 
introduced for the June 1978 reference month. In addition to the 
introduction of 1974 weights, the Revision will also feature the simultaneous 
release of the Canada and the Regional Cities CPI's. 


If it is necessary to revise the release dates pertaining to the reference 
months of June through December, the new dates will be shown in the April 
issue of 62-001 (released in May). 


A reference paper describing the revisions (similar to Catalogue 62-539, 

"The Consumer Price Index for Canada (1961 = 100): Revision Based on 1967 
Expenditures) will be released at the time of the changes. The catalogue 
number and price are not yet known, but will appear in the Daily, Infomat, 


and Daily Checklist. 


CULTURE STATISTICS 


Statistics Canada has recently expanded its surveys to provide a "more 
comprehensive programme aiming at better describing the cultural life of 
Canadians". The statistics resulting from this programme will be 
disseminated in a series of publications under the general title Culture 
Statistics. The catalogue numbers for this series will begin with 87-.

Ottawa has been trying to improve order deliveries using a computerized 
system. If, in spite of this innovatton you encounter a problem with 
your order, please be certain to quote your SDL, FDL, Purchase Order 
Number or Packing Slip Number when reporting the situation to 
Publications Distributton, 


In the shadow of this computerized system, we have another division 
about to sneak Mto the limelight. The Statistics Canada Catalogue 
of Publicattons will not be published this month as expected, but all 
is forgiven, Using the computer to update and print the Catalogue 
will soon enable us to produce a timely I?tsting rather than an 
instantly historical document. We expect news of the release date 
during the first few months of 1979. 


On September 8, 1978, Jack Horner, Minister of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce and Minister responsible for Statistics Canada, issued details 
of the general government spending reducttons for the 1979-80 fiscal year. 


The following are to be drastically reduced or eliminated: 


The Canada Health Survey, parts of the annual hospital statistics and 
patients in mental institutions, continuing education, the 1979-80 
Family Expenditure Survey, Job Vacancy Survey, General Wholesale Price 
Index (1935-39 = 100), consumer credit statistics, Isolated Post 
Allowance Price Indexes.

The following are to be reduced somewhat: 


The adult court statistics, financial statistics of education, current 
agricultural surveys, ongoing Census capacity, current manufacturing 
commodity detail, analysis of Part I (Corporations) and Part II 
(Labour Unions) CALURA data, industry detail in the monthly Index of 
Industrial Production. 


A complete list of the catalogues to be discontinued or curtailed can 
be found in the Statistics Canada Daily of November 2, 1978. If you do 
not have a copy, please let me Know and I will be happy to supply one. 
This list should be kept with your Statistics Canada Catalogue to 
facilitate inquiries regarding future publications, 


There is a short paper supplied by the Prices Division on the replacement 
of the discontinued General Wholesale Price Index with other published 
indexes, This paper 7s ava7tlable on request. 


The Canada Year Book and Canada Handbook will become biennial 
publications rather than annuals. 


Publications Distribution will be shifting to third class mail for orders 
but with their new system tm operation, this should not cause unreasonable

The Consumer Price Index has been updated to reflect new spending patterns 
evident in the 1974 Family Expenditure Survey. The base year remains 
1971 = 100 but the weights for various components have changed, The 
Canada index remains continuous with the official index not being revised. 


However, the regional cities indexes have been revised to correct for an 
understatement in the cost of shelter. I am attaching a copy of the new 
insert for your copy of Your Guide to the Consumer Price Index. If you 
require further copies of this for local distribution, please let me know.

CENSUSES OF POPULATION AND HOUSING 
1981 


After much discussion, planning, surveying and lobbying, it looks like the 
content of the 1981 Census questionnaire has finally been confirmed. A 
preliminary Cabinet approval was granted earlier this month and despite 

some well-founded fears, the 198] Census will basically cover the same 
ground as in 1971. The 'Features' section itemizes the topics to be covered 
and compares them to the past four Censuses. The total amount of money 
available for the Census as well as the actual wording of the questions have 
yet to be decided. It is possible that because of various budgetary 
constraints, the methodology may be changed which could affect the overal] 
quality. For instance, detailed data will be gathered on a one-in-five 
basis rather than the one-in-three used in 1971 and 1976. 


The chart on the last page indicates which topics have been covered in the 
past four Censuses and those to be included in 1981. For information on the 
history of the topics before 1961, see either the Dictionary of Terms from 
the 1971 Census (Catalogue #12-540) or the special paper "The Census 
Questions" which was produced for the 1971 Census and examines the history 
of the questions over the previous 100 years. Copies are available from our 
office. 


1976 


A fair amount of the prepackaged information to be released from the 1976 
Census of Population and Housing is now available. The data are being 
disseminated in publications, microfiche and computer tape. The content in the 
latter two is generally identical (unlike 1971 and earlier Censuses) and 
contains much more detailed geographic breaks and cross-classifications than 
that which is available in publications. Unfortunately, the microfiche is 
Organized by variable and thus a Canada-wide table must be purchased. A 
description of the microfiche and computer tapes is available on request.

The very popular Census Tract bulletins are now or will soon be available 
for all Census Metropolitan Areas and Census Agglomerations - each bulletin 
contains both the 100% and 33% data. One formatting change means that 
totals for constituent municipalities within a CMA or CA aren't shown.

I had planned to make this issue available prior to the onslaught of summer 
endeavours and vacations but fate has conspired against us. Our office 

has experienced considerable staff changes at the inquiries handling level 
and the demands of training and farewell parties have left me breathless. 


I was encouraged by the number of requests for material listed in the last 
issue and will continue to gather news of unpublished data and general 
information sources which may be of interest to you. 


STATISTICS CANADA GENERAL 


As of June 5, 1979 Statistics Canada reports to a new Minister. 
Sinclair Stevens, the President of the Treasury Board, was designated to 
act as the Minister for the purposes of the Statistics Act. 


d Commencing Monday, April 30, 1979 the "Contents" and "Publications Released" 
portions of the Statistics Canada DAILY became available on CANSIM. Access 
is available in both English and French through CANSIM Interactive System 
(CIS) Command DAILY. It is released each working day at 1:00 p.m. 

(Ottawa time). 


The Statistics Canada budgetary cutbacks have been no secret to the library 
community. These restrictions have also had an adverse effect on our ability 
to subscribe to non-Statistics Canada information sources at the Regional 
level. You can be of service to us and the information users of Ontario 

by keeping us in mind when you compile your mailing lists for information 
Sharing communications. 


In March 1978, The Department of Industry, Trade and Commerce opened a 
Business Information Centre in Ottawa to facilitate public access to 
business-related policies and programs administered by all levels of 
government. The Ottawa centre has been judged a success by its clients. It 
has been handling in excess of 2,000 requests for information each month - 
most of them from Ontario (53%), Quebec (17%) and British Columbia (15%) - 
the great majority (84%) by telephone. The calls are all handled the same 
day - 85% immediately and without need for referral. 


There are now Business Information Centres in Halifax, Vancouver, Edmonton, 
Regina, Winnipeg, Toronto, Montreal, Fredericton, Charlottetown and St. John's.

FOREIGN MANUFACTURING AND MINING FIRMS 4

PLAN INCREASED SPENDING IN CANADA YUIN oF 1979 


Spending on new construction, machinery and equipment by foreign 
controlled firms in the manufacturing industry in Canada is expected 

to reach $3,280.3 million in 1979, a rise of 14.1 per cent over the 
previous year. In the same period, spending by Canadian controlled 
firms is expected to reach $3,516.4 million, up 4.6 per cent. 

The information is contained in a new Statistics Canada report on 
capital and repair expenditures by firms controlled in Canada, 

in United States and in other foreign countries in the forestry, manu- 
facturing and mining industries. It gives spending intentions for this 
year, preliminary information for last year and actual figures for 
1977, and is a further analysis of investment statistics released in 
April. 

The report predicts that United States controlled firms, which consti- 
tute the largest part of the foreign controlled outlays, will increase 
their spending to $2,596.5 million, up 15.3 per cent from 1978. 

Capital expenditures in the mining industries in Canada by foreign 
controlled firms are expected to reach $2,912.2 million, up 20.4 per cent 


in 1979; Canadian controlled firms plan expenditures of $1,494.3 million,

OTHER SOURCES 


When Statistics Canada cancelled the Farm Implement and Equipment Sales 
Survey in 1978, the Canadian Farm and Industrial Equipment Institute 
(CFIEL) decided to pick up the survey. The data was formerly published 
in 63-203. The survey was undertaken by Ernst and Whinney Management 
Consultants in Toronto. 


The data is drawn from only 94 respondents and so is not representative 
of the entire universe. No statistical attempt is made to estimate the 
entire Canadian market. However, I think this will still be of some 
assistance to you in providing users with some information. 


THINGS TO SHARE 


We have received a number of questions recently about historical population 
counts for unincorporated places. The most historical information we can 
provide is for 1941 and this data was published in the 1951 Census Bulletin 
SP-7, Unincorporated Villages and Hamlets. This document should be included 
in the Micromedia set of fiche (if you hold them). There is nothing in 

an unpublished form prior to 1941. 


There is an up-to-date list of 1976 Census Working Papers attached. Many 
of these are still available free of charge, while others have been priced 
due to reprint costs. You may order these Working Papers directly from our 


Toronto office. Most of them were listed in the Statistics Canada Daily 
and Infomat at the time of release. 


CENSUSES OF POPULATION AND HOUSING 
1981 


The content of the 1981 Census of Population and Housing was given final 
approval by Cabinet on March 8, 1980. As many of you know, the main delay 
in finalizing the content was in arriving at an acceptable means of 
financing this Census. Consequently, a number of cost-saving measures 
have had to be implemented. The major reductions affecting data users 

can be briefly identified as follows: 


1) approximately 25% fewer questions will be asked than in the last major 
census (1971); 


2) detailed data will be collected on a 20% sample vs the 33 1/3Z% sample 
in the 1971 and 1976 censuses; 


3) more economical media will be used for the dissemination of the data; and 


4) costs will be recovered from users to a greater extent than in the past 
by a stricter application of the "user pay" principle. 


For those who were not able to attend our March seminars on the 1981 Census, 
a documentation package is still available upon request from our office. 
This package includes: 


1) A schedule of the 46 questions to be asked in the 1981 Census 


2) The rationale underlying each question and whether or not the question 
has been included in past censuses 


3) A product line statement providing definitions of geographical levels, 
universes, variables and most data base classifications for the 1981 Census 


4) A preliminary scenario for the 1981 Census products giving classifi- 
cation detail and out put media i.e. what kinds of products to expect.

2.2 1981 Census of Agriculture

I would like to bring your 
attention to the January 16th issue which provides an 
invaluable listing of special surveys conducted by StatsCan 
since January 1976. Anyone who does not have a copy, 
please contact us and we'll send you one. 


APPENDIX: Some Guidelines for Collection Maintenance 


Cat. 11-003 Canadian Statistical Review: 

Each issue gives approximately two years of data for each 
series, but back issues should not be used to trace historical 
series since not all revisions will be incorporated - better 
to refer to the specific source publication noted at the end 
of each table: When discarding old issues you may want to 
"rip" the special articles to store in a separate file. A 
listing of special articles can be found in Cat. 11-206. 


Cat. 11-004 Weekly Supplement to the CSR: 


Can be discarded as soon as next issue of 11-003 is received. 


Cat. 13-001(p) Gross National Product, Advance Information: 
Like any preliminary (p) bulletin, this can be discarded 
as soon as final issue is received. 


Cat. 13-001 National Income and Expenditure Accounts: 


This series undergoes revisions with every new quarterly 
release, hence it is wise to discard previous issues for which 
data has been revised. Cats. 13-531 and 13-532 provide reliable 
historical data up to 1969 (disregard 1970-1974!), the lst quarter 
1979 issue can be referred to for 1970-71 data, the 4th quarter 
1979 issue for 1972 data, the 3rd quarter 1980 issue for 1973- 
1978 data and the 4th quarter 1980 issue for 1979 and 1980 data. 
All other issues can and should be discarded. Keep watch in 
future issues how far back revisions go and alter your holdings 
accordingly. 


Cat. 13-002 Financial Flow Accounts: 

This is another series that is subject to frequent and 
extensive revisions. The most current issue will give you approxi- 
mately 4 years of reliable quarterly data. Previous issues can 
and should be discarded - you cannot trace a reliable quarterly 
historical series in published form and clients should be referred 
on to CANSIM (via our office if convenient!). The historical 
catalogue 13-562 should also be discarded due to its now unre- 
liable data. The recently released Cat. 13-563 does provide 
reliable annual not quarterly flows for 1961-1979. Note that 
the quarterly issues do contain special articles (listing of 
titles can be found in introduction) which you may want to 
"rip" and file separately. 


Cat. 13-003 Science Statistics Service Bulletin: 

Serves as an update for a number of publications, i.e. 
13-202, 13-203, 13-205, 13-209 (all discontinued), 13-545 and 
13-212. These should be kept until similar information appears 
in the annual 13-212 or in some cases indefinitely, as the subject 


treated may not be covered in an annual or occasional publication 
due to the specific subject covered. Often, when further detail 
is to be published in an annual in the future, a note to this 
effect is contained in the service bulletin. This is true of 

all service builetins - not just this one. 


Cat. 13-201 National Income and Expenditure Accounts: 
Like the quarterly Cat. 13-001, only the most recent issue 


will incorporate the latest revisions and if possible should 
be checked against Cat. 13-001 for any revisions subsequent 
to publication date. 


Cat. 31-001 Inventories, Shipments and Orders in Manufacturing 


Industries: 

Current issues will give you approximately 4 years of monthly 
and annual data, but these data are subject to revision or adjust- 
ment back to the year of the most recent annual census of manufac-— 
turers, currently 1978. The December issues, therefore, are 
sufficient to complete your files as long as you watch for the 
necessary revisions of the latest data in each issue i.e. in using 
the December 1980 issue, only the 1977 data will be final since 
1978 data haven't yet been adjusted to the 1978 Census and the 
1979-80 will remain unrevised. until the annual data from their 
respective Census years is published. 


Cat. 31-003 Capacity Utilization Rates in Canadian Manufacturing: 


Most current quarterly issue provides quarterly and annual 
data back to 1961. This is another of StatCan's frequently 
revised series and only the current issue need be kept on file. 


Cats. 32-001 - 46-002 (Various manufacturing monthlies/quarterlies): 


Most issues give current period plus year to date data. 
Generally it's advisable to keep at least two years complete 
then if storage is a problem you can pare it down to just histori- 
cal December/4th quarter issues. 


Cat. 61-003 Industrial Corporation Financial Statistics: 


Each quarterly issue provides 4 years of the latest revised 
quarterly/annual data. The most current issue, lst quarter 1980, 
provides data for 1977 to date. The 3rd Q 78 issue provides 
revised data for 1975 and 1976. Prior to 1975 a reliable series 
cannot be traced historically back through the publications 
and clients should be referred to CANSIM. 


Cst. 61-005 Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry: 


Each current issue provides 2 years of the latest revised 
monthly data so that intervening issues need not be kept. Cat. 
61-213 provides approximately 10 years of historical monthly 
and annual data but should be checked against the latest monthly 
for any revisions subsequent to publication date.

Cat. 61-006 Financial Institutions. Financial Statistics: 


Each quarterly issue gives approximately 4 years of quarterly 


data. These data are subject to a twelve month revision period, 
but otherwise published data is reliable and 4th Q issues should 
be sufficient for your files. 


Cats. 61-205 and 206 Private and Public Investment in Canada, 
Outlook and Mid-Year Review: 

Both of these catalogues provide 3 years of data but only 
the earliest of the three years is a final figure so beware 
tracing back historical series! Note that the Mid-Year Review 
always revises the estimates published in the Outlook! 


Cat. 62-001 The Consumer Price Index: 

Each issue should be kept if (1) monthly records of the 
1961 base Canada index are wanted and (2) easily accessible 
percent increases for components are wanted. Otherwise, one 
could keep only current monthly issues, as a convenient all- 
items historical table is always in Table 2, and 62-010 can 
be referred to for components. 


Cat. 62-009 Consumer Price Indexes for Regional Cities: 

This was discontinued with the September 1978 issue. 
Regional City CPI's are now published with the National in 
62-001. Note that the Regional City indexes were revised back 
to January 1971 so that the figures published in 62-009 should 
not be used. Note also that the revised city indexes are 
published only from 1974 onwards (in Cat. 62-001) and clients 
must be referred to CANSIM (or our office) for 1971-1973 data. 


Cat. 62-010 Consumer Prices and Price Indexes: 

It should be adequate to retain last quarter issues only, 
though note should be taken of certain tables that are not 
historically tabulated beyond an individual issue, i.e. inter- 
national Retail Price Comparisons, City Average Retail Prices. 


Cat. 62-011 Industry Price Indexes: 


The first issue was published in November 1976 and did 
cover January 1971 to December 1975. Since then it has been 
published monthly giving four years of historical data for each 
index. A special historical tabulation of Table 1 (Industry 
Selling Price Index) has been published in 62-543 which covers 
1956-1976. Note that ISPI data is subject to revision for 
a six month period. 


Cat. 63-005 Retail Trade: 

The December issues give preliminary annual data, with 
monthly and annual revisions usually appearing in the February 
or March issues. Special issues to note are February 1972

(revised data 1966-1971); June 1975 (revised data 1972-74); 
March 1976 (revised 1975); March 1977-80 (revised 1976-79 

data respectively). Cat. 63-519 also provides revised monthly 
data 1966-1970. 


Cats. 65-001, 65-003, 65-004, 65-006, 65-007 (Various imports 
and exports publications): 

Final issues of the year i.e. December or 4th quarter will 
give cumulative annual data. It is advisable, though, to keep 
at least a current year or two of monthly/quarterly issues. 
Note that Cat. 65-202 will provide you with 3 years of annual 
export data and Cat. 65-203 with three years of annual import 
data. 


Cat. 71-001 The Labour Force: 

All monthly issues of current year/years should be kept. 
Note should be made of any "special article" issues (see list 
at back of monthly issues). Catalogue 71-529 gives annual 
data 1975-1978 following table format of monthly. Catalogue 
71-201 gives historical data, but not for all table formats 
in the monthly. 


Cat. 72-002 Employment Earnings and Hours: 
January issues will give year-end data by specific SIC's. 


Historical tables are published at the back of each issue 
for only general industry groupings. At least a year or two 
of current monthly issues should be kept. Note that monthly 
data are subject to revision for a 12 month period!

1981 CENSUS OF AGRICULTURE 


The entire 1981 Census of Agriculture Data Base is scheduled for release the 
final week in June. 


Again, a selected number of tabulations covering the major variables at the 
national and provincial levels will be available for distribution.

CONSUMER PRICE INDEX UPDATE: DOCUMENTATION 


The April 1982 Consumer Price Index (released May 21, 1982) marked the 
changeover to 1978 expenditure patterns. Previously the CPI reflected 
1974 expenditure patterns. 


These new expenditure patterns are based on the 1978 Urban Family Food 
Expenditure Survey Cat. 62-548 and the 1978 Urban Family Expenditure 
Survey Cat. 62-550. 


The uncatalogued working paper Distribution of 1978 Consumer Price Index 
Expenditures: Canada and 15 Urban Centres shows the new weightings of 
selected aggregates. This paper also provides a comparison of the 1974 
and 1978 CPI Classification systems, along with explanations. 


The updated series is the official CPI. If anyone would like to monitor 
the effects of the updating, a special tabulation has been provided for 
the CPI from September 1978 to March 1982 showing both the current and 
the updated series. This is published in Cat. 62-553 The Consumer Price 


Index , Updating Based on 1978 Expenditures - Concepts and Procedures.

‘ Working Papers: Two new working papers have recently been produced 
by the Geography Division of Statistics Canada. 


The Municipal Structure in Canada; Problems it Creates for Users of 
Statistics $4.00 (Geography series #1, GEO-82) 


The municipality is used as a basic unit for local government and as 
a statistical unit. Despite being well known and widely used, this 
level of territorial delineation presents certain problems. The 
paper describes these problems and offers certain solutions developed 
by Statistics Canada to assist users of data by municipalities. 


Municipalities are not comparable with one another in terms of area, 
population or powers. They are also unstable, undergoing name, status 
and boundary changes at the rate of at least 200 per year. The problem 
of numerous and frequent changes is compounded by the lack of a common 
source of information. Statistics Canada attempts to limit the 
consequences of these problems in a number of ways. It provides other 
levels of geographic delineation such as census tracts, creates user- 
specified areas on request, publishes bulletins on municipal changes 
and considers all municipalities equal for statistical purposes. It 
also creates census subdivisions in territories that have no municipal 
structure. 


“Geography and the 1981 Census of Canada $5.00 (Geography series #2, GEO-82) 


This working paper outlines the main functions of the division within the 
operation of the Canadian Census of Population and Housing. 


Contents of the working paper include geographic concepts and delineation 
of areas; census mapping for collection; the census geographic master 
file; the geocoding system; and cartographic products.

Education Statistics for the Seventies, (Catalogue No. 81-569) is the 
sequel to the Historical Compendium of Education Statistics, (Catalogue 
No. 81-568) published in May 1978. The preface to that earlier report 
noted that the data from 1970 to 1975 included some estimates and pre- 
liminary statistics. Consequently, as new information has become 
available, some figures have been revised. This volume contains the 
the final education statistics for the decade of the seventies. With 
the exception of 1978 and 1979 statistics on elementary-secondary and 
community college teachers in Quebec and financial data for 1979, which 
still contain some estimates and preliminary figures, the time series 
presented here are unlikely to be revised. 


Key variables such as enrolment, degrees, teachers, and finance at the 
elementary-secondary and post-secondary levels are shown from 1970 to 
1979. These statistics supersede those in any previous publications 
and will serve as a primary reference for Canadian education data for 
the 1970s.

III. Post-secondary Education

As these publications are not distributed by Supply and Services, they are 
not part of the depository collection.

mental publications automatically. Although there is no national system 

place to provide this service, we are willing to set up a trial "deposit 

account" system locally in the Toronto Regional Office.

Since April 1, 1984, we have retailed Statistics Canada publicaion 
locally. There are a few points I would like to mention that will enable 
you to take full advantage of the service that we offer. 


For those libraries who have full or selective depository status, your 
orders must still be processed by Supply and Services in Ottawa in order to 
get your books at no charge. 


Subscriptions must be sent directly to Ottawa, as we can not process them 
in Toronto. 


We require prepayment for all orders and accept cash, cheque, money orders, 
visa and mastercard. We also accept purchase orders (no phone orders - 
only hardcopy). 


Books that we do not have in stock we can order from Ottawa and usual ly 
receive in two to three days. 


We encourage you to verify prices and availability with our office when 
Olacing a big order as any discrepancy can cause a delay. 


All sales are final unless publication is defective or some error has been 
committed by our staff. 


You have 90 days from date of shipment to claim for non-receipt; there- 
after, no claims are allowed. 


DISCOUNTS 


We offer a 30% discount on all catalogued publications to public libraries 
and educational institutions. 


We also offer a discount on volume orders of most non-catalogued items to 
anyone.

CANADIAN HEALTH AND DISABILITY SURVEY 


We now have some preliminary tabulations from data collected in a supple- 
ment to the Labour Force Survey, January 1983, based upon one-third of the 
Labour Force sample of approximately 55,000 households. 


This data is limited to the cross-classification of the population, identi- 
fied with a high probability of being disabled (based on specific questions 
regarding 17 daily activities) by variables from the Labour Force Survey

ADMINISTRATIVE RECORDS 


(A Valuable Source of Social Statistics) 


This article is intended to make librarians aware of a source of 
statistical information not readily available in the regular catalogued and 
departmental publications of Statistics Canada. Researchers in universi- 
ties, government and the private sector who are interested in obtaining 
statistics from this source should be referred to their local Statistics 
Canada Regional Office. 


The use of administrative records as a source of statistical information is 
not new to Statistics Canada. For many years the agency has used adminis- 
trative files to publish statistics on international trade, education, 
public finance and vital statistics. 


However, very little information about social and demographic 
characteristics of Canadians, their families and households was extracted 
from existing administrative records. These data were gained almost 
exclusively from household surveys and the census of population and 
housing. 


In recent years, Statistics Canada has placed greater emphasis on studying @ 
the potential of administrative documents such as family allowance records, 
unemployment insurance beneficiary records and personal income tax records 

in order to produce more timely social statistics at smaller level of 

geographic detail. 


By matching addresses contained on the administrative records with specific 
geographic codes, statistical data can be produced for standard geographi- 
cal areas such as census divisions (counties) or non-standard areas for 
example, school districts or municipal planning zones. These latter areas 
would be identified by the organization planning to use the data. 


Although there are a number of limitations in using these records - e.g. 
the total population of Canada is not covered and concepts and definitions 
used to complete these records differ from those used in Statistics 
Canada's censuses and household surveys, there is still considerable 
potential in using data compiled from this source. 


Following is a brief summary of the statistical variables available from 
the three files mentioned earlier. Also shown are a few examples of 
important uses of this data. 


1. Income Tax Records 
Variables available - age, sex, marital status, inter- and intra- 


provincial in and out migration flows, income by source, e.g. 
employment income, investment income, transfer payments. 


Some important uses: 


1) To develop plans for transportation, schools, housing and 
similar requirements at the regional or municipal level; 


2) To assess dependency on transfer payments of Canadians in 
specific geographic areas; 


3) To update data for small areas that are derived from the 
Census of Population which is conducted every five years; 


4) To calculate interprovincial migration patterns of Canadians. 


2. Family Allowance Records 


Variables available - number of children in families, age of 
children, births, deaths, official language of correspondence, 
amounts of payments made to families. 


)) 


Some important uses: 


1) To monitor the age distribution and migration behaviour of 
children for school planning purposes; 


2) To provide more current data for projecting school 
2mrollments; 


3) To assess need for school reorganization and consolidation; 
4) To identify the location and size of target populations for 
programs such as day care and health care for children. 
3. Unemployment Insurance Beneficiary File 


Variables available - age, sex, type of claim (regular, sickness, 
etc.), earnings status, occupation. 


Some important uses: 


1) To obtain counts of unemployment insurance beneficiaries for 
small geographic areas; 


2) To derive measures of rates of unemployment in small areas. 


Costs of Obtaining Tabulations 


Costs can vary widely. The minimum cost for a single table for a single 
geographic area is $15. This cost rises to a maximum of about $50 for a 
Single standard table for all 265 census divisions (counties) in Canada. 


Costs for producing customized tables for non-standard user defined 
geographic areas can range from a few hundred dollars to several thousand 
dollars depending on the size and nature of the data request.

CULTURE STATISTICS 
PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Cultural activities are an integral part of most Canadians! everyday 
leisure-time activity, and for many are the scene of their daily 
participation in the labour force. 


To better quantify Canada's participation in cultural activities, 
Statistics Canada's Education, Culture and Tourism Division conducts many 
Surveys to acquire cultural data. 


Eleven major cultural areas are covered by Cultural Statistics Programme: 
the performing arts; creative and performing artists; cultural activities 
of Canadians; heritage institutions; films; radio and television; recording 
industry; newspaper and periodicals; qovernment expenditures; book 
publishing and distribution; and libraries. 


The Programme surveys not only the production of cultural goods and 
services, but examines dissemination, consumption and use, as well as the 
characteristics of the "conservors" of our cultural heritage: libraries, 
museums and archives, to list a few. 

Although every section of the cultural activities proaramme contains 
valuable and interesting data, for the purpose of this article, since 
libraries are disseminators of cultural data, as well as respondents to the 
libraries surveys, and users of the output, we will focus on the data 
available for public libraries.

Public Libraries (Cont'd) 


To assist users of Public Libraries data, it is useful to note a few of the 
more important methodological areas. 


Frequency of Survey 


The survey of public libraries has been produced annually since 1958, with 
the exception of 1969. Current data published in detail are for 1979-81. 
At the time this article was written (May 1984) 1982 data were in the final 
stages of comp,letion. 


Data Coverage 


The public libraries which responded to the 1978 survey numbered 916, while 
959 responded in 1980, 981 in 1980, and 990 in 1981. It is apparent that 
public libraries continue to grow in number and increase their service to 
the public. 


There are five types of libraries which report: 


Provincial or territorial 

Regional library system headquarters 
Regional libraries 

Municipal libraries (urban and rural) 
County libraries 


All report two types of service points (i.e. branch libraries, either 
permanently or mobile). 


The five types of libraries also report the population which they serve 
providing the additional geographical breakdown of municipality size 
groups, as well as for Canada, Province and regions. 


Characteristics of the Libraries 
1. General Information 


The Public Libraries report library type, population served by the 
library, number of service points, and whether they are permanent or 
mobile locations, and if they circulate deposit collections or have 
access to total library holdings. 


2. Holdings 


Included are books and other print material catalogued as books; by 
volumes acquired, withdrawn or held at the time of reporting, and 
whether these holdings are in English, French or other, specifying 
languages. (This is a very interesting characteristic of holdings in 
ethnic neighbourhoods or municipalities). Libraries also record volumes 
of reference material, uncatalogued paperbacks, and periodicals and 


Riis). 


Characteristics of the Libraries (Cont'd) 
newspapers (including titles on microform), linear metres of 
uncatalogued print material, and micromedia, a.v., and other non-book 
material. 
3. Loan Transactions 
a) direct circulations 
b) bulk loans 
c) inter-library loans by source 
4. Reference Transactions 
Reference requests made at the reference desk in any typical week. 


5. LibraryiPhysical@haciia taes 


Area in sq. meteres for library purposes at main libraries, and service 
points, and number of seats for both libraries and service points. 


6. Reqular Library Hours 


Total hours which the main library is regularly open per week September 
to June, as well as for hours open for service points. 


7. Library Personne] 


Number of professional librarian positions, other professionals, library 
technicians, or assistants and other support staff by either full or 
part-time employment or equivalent. 


8. Finances 
The financial aspect of public libraries is quite detailed: 


a) Revenue data by source are collected by provincial government, 
local government, private or other arants for operating or 
capital expenditures, revenue from rent and other sources for a 
total current revenue. 


b) Operating expenditures detailing wages and salaries, library 
materials (book, other print, micromedia, and a.v. and other 
non-book), and other expenditures to give total library operating 
expenditures. 


Other current expenditures include debt services, and transfer 
payments - providing a total current expenditure for the 
reporting period. 


Characteristics of the Libraries (Cont'd) 


c) Capital expenditures - for land and buildings, building 
alterations, and machinery and equipment, giving total capital 
expenditure. 


Ratios Calculated Using the Data Collected 


The public libraries survey publishes two standard series of ratios for 
public libraries by type and area: Seryices; and Expenditures as compared 
to Services. These are listed for convenience, and to assist librarians if 
designing a specific tabulation.

UNPUBLISHED DATA 


A glance at the Table of Contents of publication #87-514 shows that while 
many tabulations of interest are available, space limitations make it 
impossible for every combination of data which would be of significance to 
administrators, researchers or librarians in analyzing their library, to be 
published. 


For this reason users can request a special tabulation from the Cultural 
Statistics Section of the Education, Culture and Tourism Division of 
Statistics Canada in Ottawa. 


UNPUBLISHED DATA (Cont'd) 


The tabulations may be available "off the shelf" at a nominal cost for 
their reproduction; or- a computer retrieval may be required. Costs will 
vary according to the type of retrieval required, and the specifications of 
the data. Guidelines to refer to when specifying a request are described 
below.

Time Period 


Specify the time period for which the data are to be produced. As was 
mentioned previously, this survey began in 1958 (omitting 1969) and 1982 
data are in the process of being prepared. 


. How are the data to be classified? 


As is shown on the questionnaire (see "Aspects of the questionnaire" 
below) data can be produced for many areas. In classifying the way the 
data are to be presented, one has to determine the Geographical Level: 
Canada or provincial total; or municipality size groups for Canada and 
Provinces. 


Next, look at the other main characteristics for which data can be 
Shown. For example, is the tabulation to be arranged by level of 
operating expenditure size groups, or level of revenue size groups, and 
for which library type? 


These are the characteristics needed to clarify the request. After 
that, it is easy to go to the questionnaire which lists the variables to 
be cross-classified. 


. Aspects of the Questionnaire 


The data are collected by those areas given on the questionnaire. An 
easy way to know what kinds of data are collected, and therefore what 
limitations may be placed on the request, is to check the survey 
questionnaire reproduced at the back of the publication, or to refer to 
the summary of variables in this article. 


. Computations to be performed 


Is the user going to require additional ratios than are published, or 
would they like to see percentage of change over time for certain 
characteristics? By referring back to the types of data collected one 
can be certain that such data are available. Keep in mind that some 
ratios may not produce meaningful data. These are things to note when 
designing your request since calculations will provide useful data, but 
will also influence the cost of the retrieval.

5. Format 


Within reason, users can direct the layout of the tabulations, perhaps 
grouping categories in different ways than are published, or setting up 
tables of cross-classifications. This aspect should be discussed with 
the subject-matter expert. 


6. Form of Output 


Data will be in the form of a print-out or photocopies of tables of 
cross-tabulations. 


7. How to Request the Data 


Advisory Services Officers in all Statistics Canada Regional Offices 
will gladly assist users in clarifying a request, or will contact the 
subject-matter officers in the Cultural Activities Setion. The subject- 
matter officer would then contact the user directly to assist them in 
planning the request. A cost estimate will be given before work 
proceeds, and the invoice will be sent from Ottawa.

NOTES ON THE CPI 


Advisory Services offices across Canada handle approximately 25,000 
inquiries each month. Over a quarter of these inquiries deal with requests 
for information on the movement of prices. One of the most popular 
statistical series produced by Statistics Canada is the Consumer Price 
Index. 


GSnotes to Users: 


In 1978, after the CPI was updated using the 1974 family expenditures, 
Statistics Canada adopted the practice of implementing such Updatings 
on a four year cycle. In keeping with this practice, Statistics Canada 
will be updating the expenditure weights used in the calculation of 
the CPI to reflect 1982 expenditure patterns. This updating will be 
implemented with the January 1985 CPI which is to be released in February. 
It should be noted that this updating does not entail a change in the 
time reference base, ie. the updated CPI will continue to use 1981 
= 100 as.its time .reference point.

The Consumer Price Index 


WHAT IS AN INDEX? 


An index is a series of numbers in which each number is expres- 
sed as a percentage of a single number. For example, the num- 
bers 50, 75, 90 and 100 expressed as an index with the first 
number as the base, would be 100, 150, 180 and 200. 


WHAT IS THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX? 


The CPI is an index which measures the percentage change over 
time, in the cost of a constant “basket” of goods and services 
purchased by the average Canadian urban family. 


WHAT IS THE ALL-ITEMS INDEX? 


The term All-Items Index refers to the aggregate index composed 
of some 300 goods and services. Separate indices are available 


for major components, such as food, and for sub-components, such 
as dairy products. 


WHICH ITEMS ARE INCLUDED IN THE "BASKET"? 


All of the items in the CPI "basket" are items which can be 
associated with identifiable and specific quantities of com- 
modities and services. Therefore, sales and excise taxes which. 
the consumer must pay are reflected in the CPI. For this same 


reason, certain items such as income taxes and personal savings are 
not included. 


HOW ARE THESE 300 ITEMS SELECTED? 


The choice of items in the "basket" is based on information 
gathered on the spending habits of Canadians through periodic 


Family Expenditure Surveys (FAMEX). If the FAMEX results indicate 


- 
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a shift to greater spending on a certain item, such as recrea- 
tion, this item gains relative importance in its representation 
in the CPI. Famex results allow periodic revisions to be made 

by adding or deleting items, in order to keep the CPI as relevant 
as possible to current spending patterns. 


IS THE CPI THE SAME THING AS THE COST OF LIVING INDEX? 


The CPI is often referred to as the Cost of Living Index, but 
this is a misnomer, because it is impossible to take into con- 
Sideration the many substitutions which consumers make on an 

ad hoc basis. For example, if the price of beef becomes pro- 
hibitive to certain consumers, they may purchase poultry instead. 
Because the CPI measures a constant basket of goods and services, 
these substitutions cannot be reflected in the CPI. 


HOW OFTEN IS THE PRICING DONE? 


Many items are priced monthly. Others are priced more infrequently (i.e. 


haircuts are priced quarterly, and property taxes are priced annually. ) 
Food is priced bi-monthly. 


HOW OFTEN IS THE CPI RELEASED? 


The CPI is published each month, and annual averages based on the 
calendar year are published each January. 


HOW. UP-TO-DATE eloeine, Cree 


Index figures for any given month are released during the second 
or third week of the following month. 


WHAT DOES "BASE 1981 = 100" mean? 


The base year is the reference point for the entire CPI series. 
Each index is expressed as a percentage of the base year. We 
are presently using 1981 as the base year. This means that the 
annual average index for 1981 is 100. 
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WHY DOES THE BASE YEAR CHANGE? - 


The base year is changed periodically in order to focus on a 
closer, more meaningful reference point. Changes in time ref- 
erence points have no impact on the movement of the index series, 
because the percentage between indices remains unchanged.

WHAT IS "WEIGHTING"? 


The "weight" assigned to any particular item in the CPI “basket” 

is a reflection of its relative importance to the total expend- 
iture of an. average urban famity. Major expenditures (i.e. | 
automobiles) and items purchased frequently are assigned a aa 
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"weight" than small items purchased occasionally. Two items 
which illustrate this procedure are fresh milk and pepper. 
Fresh milk is allocated a weight of 1.15%, while seasonings 
are allocated a weight of only .06%. 


CAN THE CPI BE USED TO COMPARE COSTS BETWEEN CITIES? 


The CPI is not a measure of increases in prices, but a measure 

of the relative movement in prices. An index of 125 in Regina 
compared with an index of 110 in Winnipeg does not necessarily 
indicate that prices are higher in Regina; it simply indicates 
that prices have risen at a faster rate in Regina than in Winnipeg. 
However, inter-city indices of retail price differentials are 
published quarterly, allowing the comparison of a number of items 
including food and transportation. One city per province is 
shown, as the items listed are those most directly affected by 
provincial legislation. Also published quarterly are prices of 
food, gasoline, fuel oil, alcohol and tobacco. 


WHO USES THE CPI? 


The CPI has a direct or indirect effect on nearly all Canadians. 
Some of its uses include:

INQUIRIES SERVICE 


Some of you have regular contact with our Inquiries Service and others 
less frequent contact, but you are probably all aware that certain 
changes have taken place. MNuring the month of January 1985, Advisory 
Services - Ontario handled over 9,000 inquiries. We estimate the 
total potential inquiries to be well above that number by analysis of 
our telephone line signals. 


It may interest you to know that our Inquiries Nfficers work in two 
teams or Tiers. Tier 1 receives all incoming telephone inquiries and 
provides a quick reference service from a group of our most frequently 
consulted data series. When a request is received for information not 
contained in this "Reference Station" the request is recorded and 
referred to Tier 2 for attention. This team will research the 
inquiries (in the order of receipt in our office) and contact the 
inquirer with the data or an estimate of cost, depending on the detail 
required and length of time required to compile the information. 


This system has allowed us to make the incoming telephone lines more 
available and to service an ever increasing number of requests for 
information. One unavoidable result of our increased activity is the 
potential time span between initial inquiry and delivery of the 
information. In order to satisfy the needs of those individuals who 
regularly require "immediate" information, we have introduced a new 
service called EXPRESS INFO. An information sheet is enclosed. We 
would appreciate your posting it in the government document or 
business information area in your library. Interested patrons should 
contact us for further details. 


Bibliographic inquiries received by public and academic libraries are 
still given special consideration by our Inquiries Service. 


PUBLICATION NEWS. 


The 1985 Statistics Canada Catalogue (11-204 F/F) is being reinstated 
as a catalogued publication and should be available within the next 
few months. The price of the Catalogue is $5.00 for each copy 
ordered. Selective depository libraries should watch for the listing 
in the Checklist to ensure receipt of their deposit copy. An order 
form will be sent to all individuals on the existing catalogue mailing 
List. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS TO ANNUAL PURLICATIONS 


In the Necember 1984 issue of this newsletter we reported that annual 
publications would no longer be subscription items but would require 
an individual order at time of release. 


In response to popular demand, the Nctober 1984 decision to 
discontinue subscription privileges for annual publications has been 
rescinded, as of January 1985. A return to previously established 
subscription practices is now in effect. Attempts to improve the 
overall efficiency and economy of the subscription process will be 
addressed through alternative methods and procedures.

THE CENSUS TRACT PROGRAM 


For Librarians 


Census Tracts (CTs) are the smallest permanent geostatistical areas, 
established in large cities. CT data are therefore unique in the 
amount of detailed information they provide about a small intra-urban 
area, and this makes them particularly appealing to all kinds of 
library users. Students, entrepreneurs, researchers, anyone in fact 
who wants to know about the neighbourhood, or to compare one region 
with another, will find 1981 CT data available for 36 Canadian cities. 


Most cities with a population of 50,000 or more are part of the CT 
program, The following criteria, in order of their importance, are 
used by municipal planners and census staff in delineating CTs: 


i) their boundaries follow permanent and easily recognized lines on 
the ground such as streets, railways, rivers and limited access 
highways; 


ii) they have a population between 2,500 and 8,000 with a preferred 
average of 4,000 - in order to be statistically significant - 
except for CTs in the Central Business Nistrict (CRN), major 
industrial zones, or in peripheral rural or urban areas that may 
have either a lower or higher population; 


iii) the area is as homogeneous as possible in terms of the economic 
status and social living conditions of its residents; 


iv) they have a reasonably compact shape to make the collection of 
data as easy as possible. 


A social scientist, or urban planner, or a market researcher who only 
uses whole municipality data to determine the characteristics of a 
small] area within the city is sometimes relying on misleading 
impressions and estimates. This can be expensive; in one town for 
example, it was estimated that there were nearly 20,000 more people 
for whom to provide services than actually existed. 


However, when CT data are used in conjunction with other municipal and 
local data, the picture becomes as detailed and varied as it is 
accurate and timely. 


A viable partnership now exists between planners in the census-tracted 
centres and the Census staff at Statistics Canada. OMnce the CTs have 
been delineated, a local contact, usually in the city or regional 
planning department, keeps the Census staff informed about changes 
which might affect census tracts or their boundaries, such as: 


a) developments or changes to city street or transportation 
networks; 


b) developments or changes in land use or zoning; 


c) population growth and decline, both real and expected - data 
which the Census staff compare with their own results; and 


d) changes to municipal boundaries. 


Outside the large census-tracted urban communities the rest of Canada 
has been divided into Provincial Census Tracts (PCTs). Using the same 
criteria for delineation, PCTs differ from CTs in being mainly rural, 
or rural and urban, in nature. However, in order to have a 
statistically meaningful number of people within their boundaries, 
some PCTs cover many thousands of square kilometers. 


As librarians most of you will already have suggested CT data for a 
variety of uses but perhaps some of the ways in which people apply the 
information may not be familiar to you: 


For Federal and Provincial government policy planners, CTs have the 
advantage of being standardized across the country, permitting 
historical and regional comparability of data. 


School boards use demographic data to predict the number of enrollees 
as accurately as possible. 


Population growth and housing trends are used in the appraisal of real 
estate. 


Updates on mother tongue have proved useful to a radio station in its 
program planning.

Flyers resulted in more sales when delivered to the appropriate 
neighbourhoods, 


Municipal and regional planners, and local companies use CT data in 
the initial planning and evaluation of housing programs, public 
health, educational, recreational and retailing facilities, and real 
estate needs. 


Nne provincial government even used the data in locating lottery 
booths - with rewarding results! , 


All users benefit from the fact that CT publications, reference and 
thematic maps are inexpensive and easy to use. Nata are also 
available on tape and fiche. 


The CT program works well because of local cooperation and input into 
the intital delineation and the ongoing updating process. However, 
the full success of the program depends upon the degree of use of 
census tracts and their data, and librarians have a continuing role to 
play in the promotion of CT products.

For your information 


A detailed Retention Workbook is heing prepared by Advisory 
Services-Ontario and is hased on the rationale used to maintain our 
Reference Centre collection. We will he usirg this guide as the 
source document for a Librarian's Workshop planned for 
Senptemher/October, 1985. The following is a much abbreviated version 
of the qeneral quidelines to give you some help if you are planning to 
do some "weeding" over the summer months. 
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THE TEN COMMANDMENTS 


In principle all occasionals, that is publications with a "5" as 
the third digit of the catalogue number, i.e. 71-530, should he 
retained for at least 10 years, unless they are not required to 
meet the needs of your patrons or users. Any exceptions to this 
rule will be indicated in the camments section of this manual. 


Always use the latest issue available of a publication to ensure 
that you are obtaining latest revisions. Some data series are 
revised regularly (e.g. 13-001) and so the latest issue containing 
the reference period you are interested in should he consulted. 


Retain all reference or resource publications. A detailed list of 
these source documentation will be included in the Retention 
Workbook. 


When discarding publications, review to ensure that significant 
special issues (i.e. source documents or compendiums) are 
retained. For example, the March 1983 Supplementary issue of 
72-002. See notes for each series in Retention Workbook. 


Update publications by inserting photocopies in the reference 
publication of the release in the Daily; this is a useful method 
of identifying that data is available and the current contact and 
source. 


To obtain updates on any data, contact the nearest Regional Office 
or use the phone number and address listed in the front of the 
publication to contact the Subject Matter Division. 


In order to trace the former whereabouts of data look at the first 
issue in the series; to find where data went look at the last 
issue in a discontinued publication series. 


Always refer to the notes and definitions provided in the 
publications. Differences in methodology or content will affect 
year to year conparisons of data.

Retention of semi-annual publications (i.e. quarterly, monthly) 
should be based on the retention guidelines mentioned above. 
However, if you would like a longer (or shorter) time-series we 
recommend you keep the issue that has the year end or annual 
data. This issue will vary among series, for example the March 
issue of 63-005 contains final revised monthly and annual figures 
for the preceeding calendar year. Other series provide annual 
data in the December or January issue; review the notes for each 
series carefully before discarding any issues.

Monthlies C+ 3 -excent where compilation of historical 


data exists. 
C+ 10 -all issues which give annual totals or 
summary data. 


Quarterlies C+ 3 £-except where compilation of historical or 


data exists.

Note: Depository libraries should retain the current plus 10 years 


for monthlies and quarterlies and indefinite retention for 
occasSionals unless otherwise specified in the Retention 
Workbook. 


A GUIDE TO LOCATING 
STATISTICS CANADA CATALOGUED PUBLICATIONS 


STEP 1 


Consult the current Statistics Canada Catalogue and mid-year 
supplement to find out if the information you require is available. 
The catalogue is organized as follows: 


1. Table of Contents 

2. Listing of publications by publication number, group, title, 
and description of contents. 

3. An index listing by title, subject and cammodity. 


Begin by consulting the index. Check as many subject possibilities 
for your topic as you can. When you find a listing, note the 
corresponding publication number. Below is an example of an index 
listing for the subject "Libraries". 


Example 1. Libraries 


-— Historical statistics, 81-568 


- Public, number, incone, expenditures and personnel, 
87-514 


All publications in the catalogue are listed in numeric order. In the 
case above, historical statistics 81-568 canes before Public Libraries 
87-514. In the table of contents all publications are grouped by 
their first two digits for easy reference. 


If you do not find a listing in the index refer to the table of 
contents. It will direct you to the broad subject area related to 
your topic. (i.e. the subject area for information on libraries would 
be Education and Culture). Scan each entry in the group Fducation and 
Culture for publications related to your topic of study. 


NOTE: There is a separate index for Census data. See also the 
Products and Services of the 1981 Census publication for 
material dealing with the 1981 Census. 


BEWARE: The current catalogue lists only publications up to 10 years 
old and still available for sale and those publications 
released prior to a cut-off date identified in the preface 
of the catalogue. All discontinued publications for that 
catalogue year are listed after the new publications 
section. To cover any possible gaps hetween the current and 
historical catalogue (see STEP 2) it is advisable to retain 
or consult the annual catalogues from 1982-84 for those 
publications that have gone out of print.

Consult the Historical Catalogue of Statistics Canada Publications 
1918-1980. (11-512). 


The historical catalogue is set up the same as the current catalogue, 
but the index is less precise. And index listing for "Libraries" is 
on the left below. On the right is the Table of Contents listing. 


Once you have found a listing, consult the publications section of the 
Historical Catalogue to see if the dates and subject detail are what 
you require.

USE YOUR IMAGINATION

If you wanted information on people who work in libraries, then you 
could expand your research to include census data.

You could 
check into publications on government finance. (example as follows). 


Example: Local Government Finance: Revenue Expenditure 
68-204. 


Sometimes entries do not provide the detail required. A further 
breakdown is often possible by Statistics Canada in Ottawa. 


STEP 4 
RETRIEVE PUBLICATION FROM SHELF OR FILE 


Consult the most recent issue of the publication if you require 
current data. Check the title page for the month and year of 

release. If you reguire historical data, first check the table of 
contents to see if earlier periods are included in the current issue. 
If you use a series publication, i.e. 1961-1981, be certain to use the 
latest released data. Always check 1981 publications for 1980 figures 
rather than 1980 publications. There is often a revision of figures. 
If the publication you require is not available at your local library, 
contact the local Regional Office Reference Centre. Publications are 
available for reference and photocopies can be provided. Inter 
library loan arrangements can often be made with the Statistics Canada 
Library in Ottawa. 
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STEP 5 
CALL FOR HELP 
Further sources to contact: 


Statistics Canada Regional Office: The regional office can provide 
assistance to locate data, provide interpretation or advice on data 
application. Also regional offices act as a referral service to 
divisions of Statistics Canada in Ottawa. Again referring to 
financial data on "Libraries" in Canada we could contact the Financial 
Division of Statistics Canada in Ottawa for un to data figures. The 
Division could also find out whether information on revenue and 
expenditure for public libraries can he made available. The rost 
important section of Statistics Canada dealing with libraries is the 
Books and Libraries Section of the Education, Culture and Tourism 
Division.

KEEP TRYING 


Remember Statistics Canada is only one of many producers of 
information. Check alternative sources as well, especially in the 
case of provincial or local data, which are collected by other 
agencies and only generated nationally by Statistics Canada.

A GUIDE TO LOCATING 
STATISTICS CANADA DEPARTMENTAL PURLICATIONS 


STEP l 


Consult the current Statistics Canada Catalogue and supplement to find 
out if the information you need is available. There are two types of 
Statistics Canada publications listed in the cataloque. 


l. “regular" publications (i.e. 86-501) 
2. “departmental” nublications (i.e. 86X501) 


The "X" publications are found in the same subject areas but are 
listed immediately after the regular publications. 


The "departmental" publications were once called non-catalogued 
publications or supplementary documents and carried a reference number 
like A-237. To incorporate them into the Catalogue, a numbering 
system was designed that resembled the catalaque system. These 
documents do not carry a regular catalogue number because their method 
of distribution is different and hecause they are mostly working 
papers, methodology journals and technical manuals. However, with 
this new "X" system they can he shelved in the same subject area s the 
reqular publications. 


Prior to the decision to provide catalogue numbers consistent with 
subject areas, the 1981 Census departmental publications were 
extensively promoted using a different numbering systems (i.e. 
F-479). For the convenience of users these publications have heen 
listed with the reference number as part of the entry but are ordered 
according to their newly assiqned "X" catalogue number. 


N.B. The “X“ publications represent a very small 
Part of the non—catalogued publications 
which have been released hy Statistics 
Canada. The departmental or "X" 
Publications have heen discontinued as of 
April 1, 1985, however, there may still be 
the occasional research paper published 
without a catalogued number. 
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STEP 2 
Consult the Listing of Supplementary Documents catalogue 11-207. 


This is a systematic inventory of supplementary Statistics Canada 
documents available to the public. Included are technical papers, 
memoranda and discussion and working papers. 


There is an author/title index at the back of this publication and the 
listings are set up in the same broad subject areas as the Statistics 
Canada Catalogue. 


Items are mainly available from Ottawa. Advisory Services - Ontario 
has a selective collection of these publications and has assigned an 
in-house cataloguing system which utilizes the Statistics Canada 
subject codes and a chronological number.

A 
bibliography can he generated from their files. 


- Specific subject-matter divisions can identify existing ard 
forthcoming works which would be considered departmental 
publications.

CANSIM AND TELICHART 


Until very recently, libraries were the repository of the 
printed word. Books were the stock in trade and the index 
card was king. 


Now libraries are beginning to put information on loan in 

a different way -- from computerized data banks. Instead 

of helping readers rummage through paper, the librarian brings 

them on line at the computer terminal. And if clients want 

Canadianredata in “text: sor graphic “form, the Jibrarian. may 

well direct them to Statistics Canada's Canadian Socio-Economic 
Information Management System -- CANSIM -- and its graphic 

illustrator, Telichart. 


One of the first computerized data bases in Canada, CANSIM 
is an information storage and retrieval system already widely 


used by researchers and analysts in business, government 
and the universities. Made up almost entirely of Canadian 
data pe mbhiicontains,yboth Beunrrent’ andr historical @istavistical 
series and information not available in print. The data 


are not limited to, these. collected by Statistics “Canada. 
CANSIM also carries series from the Bank of Canada, other 
federal departments (including Labour Canada and Energy, 
Mines and Resources) and provincial governments (the Quebec 
Bureau of Statistics and the Alberta Buncaumot Statistics).

provided subscribers @with®s ajtdatasbank containing 2,5006 time 
series covering seven major topics, including the National 
Accounts, Prices and Price Indexes, and Balance of Payments. 
Today, the data bank has expanded in both depth and scope: 
it now has three data bases. 


The first data base is the Time Series, which has mushroomed 
from 2,500 to over 400,000 entries and is now accessed daily 
by over 400 organizations. Because this data base deals 
strictly with changes over time, the kind of detail it provides 
is very specific. For example, data about unemployment for 
each age and sex are stored as separate entries, and each 
file must be accessed individually. 


The Time Series data base is not very convenient for those 
users more interested in comparing several socio-economic 
characteristics. The user who wants to compare the unemploy- 
ment rates of men and women aged 25 to 54, for example, must 
first retrieve a number of different time series before analysis 
can begin. 


Making life easy 


To eliminate this inconvenience, CANSIM introduced a second 
datarl sbaseur tna 207.0% The Cross-Classified data base pulls 
together the data in the relevant individual time series 
files. 


It then presents them as a table comprising the diverse 

variables) * Thus, the analyst® can “access thed@informatiion "in 
one step, in this case the age and sex of the unemployed, 
and perhaps their province of residence, as well as the time 
of year they were most likely to be out of work. 


The third data base CANSIM offers is the Summary Data System. 
It contains the information collected in the 1976 and 1981 
Censuses, and is particularly useful for researchers doing 
work on small geographic areas.

The CANSIM Division of Statistics Canada has to anticipate 
and respond quickly to evolving user demands, so data and 
system development plans have to be continuously reassessed. 


In the past, CANSIM's services were geared almost exclusively 
to” professionals*” interested’ ~primarily in” ‘macro-economic 

analysis. But the growth of this market has reached its 
limit and the division is moving into other areas. 


CANSIM's University Base, which offers a pared down version 
of the regular service (25,000 time series updated quarterly), 
was introduced 18 months ago. Its 1l university and college 
subscribers include Queen's University, the University of 
British Columbia and the University of Toronto. An important 
goal of this postsecondary service will be to make potential 
future clients aware of CANSIM's capabilities.

Current estimates put about 60,000 personal computers in 
Canadian offices; within four years, their numbers are expected 
to increase tenfold -- an enormous potential market. 


On the technical side, the division foresees a declining 
demand for its more complex analytical software services. 
Most econometricians use their own sophisticated programs 
and models; "intelligent" personal computers, which promise 
to) figure® Pargely —ini*CANSIM's future, can already perform 
basic statistical functions and will be increasingly capable 
of executing complex operations. In the future, a large 
proportion of the demand for CANSIM's software will probably 
come from non-professionals. 


For this reason, one of CANSIM's primary goals is the enlarge- 
Mentaol fides data bank; it wants to carry more detailed inform- 
ation from Statistics Canada's subject matter divisions. 


Telichart: new colour commentor 


As CANSIM enlarges its data bank and seeks to reach a wider 
audience of non-specialists, the division realizes that there 
is a growing need for more visually appealing material. Pages 
of statistical tables are fine for the econometrist, but the 
president of the local community association or the journalist 
may want their information to pack more punch. In that case, 
they sare’ slikely, vosjturns toate lichart yea; mew Statist ics) Canada 
development thate@painisse thepstatistacs sin,.colour. Introduced 
in 1983, Telichart combines time series from the CANSIM data 
bank with the colour graphics of Telidon videotex to Paes 
bar or line graphs. 


Now people who do not have graduate degrees in economics or 
computer science can go to the CANSIM data base and see on 
a> screen. ,inagraphic. form,,.any combination,.of current or his- 
torical trends. The entire CANSIM Mini-Base of close to 23,000 
time series is now available on Telichart. Telichart's capa- 
bilities range from plotting a simple graph displaying only 
one piece of data to providing a multi-purpose comparative 
tool which allows different data series to be quickly and 
Simultaneously analyzed. 


Sophisticated but simple 


Telichart's graphs can be displayed in a split screen format, 
or in, layered fashion -- in which several data series are 
superimposed onto a single chart. These graphic portraits 
allow almost instant comparison of the data so that the re- 
lationship between interest rates and manufacturer's inventories, 
for example, is immediately apparent. A comparison of two 
variables such as these require a split screen, resulting 
in two graphs, but data series expressed in the same form 


can be displayed on the same chart. For instance, the, un- 
employment rate, interest rate and Consumer Price Index, all 
percentages, can be layered onto the same chart. One axis 


would be the time period and the other the percent values. 


It is easy to work with superimposed data series on a single 

chart because the displays are multi-coloured. For instance, 

three sets of data can be clearly distinguished from one another 
as) eachelinevtor bart iss ascitrerent.colour..)

display function has expanded to a wide variety of colours 

as well as shades of grey. 


Another of Telichart’s features is the historical nature of 
the data series. This expands its analytical capacity in 
two directions, forward and backward, lending a perspective 
that is not provided by current data. 


Telichart is able to make simple forecasts because the his- 
torical data allow an analyst to do limited linear regressions. 
Telichart can also change the base year values with which 
an indexed data series is calculated (rebase) so the user 
can correlate series with different base years. For example, 
the April 1964 Industrial Selling Price Index (1961=100) can 
be converted to 1971 values and compared with the April 1984

THE 1986 CENSUS OF CANADA 


INTRODUCTION 


1. This paper outlines major aspects of the Census of Population 
CO® ebe conducted"son Tuesday, wJune™ 347°19S6-"by = Statistics 
Canada. The first Canadian census was conducted in 1666 
by French Intendant Jean Talon in what was then New France. 
AS” required’ by ®*the’ "Constitution Act (BNA* Act) = “regular 
decennial censuses of Canada were introduced shortly after 
Confederation in 1871. Quinquennial censuses of the Prairie 
provinces were introduced in 1906 and a national quin- 
quennial census in 1956. The 1986 Census of Population 
is the 16th Census of Canada and the fourth mid-decade 
census ‘to coversthe entire country. 


2. The Census of Population provides the basic information 
from which estimates are made of the population of the 
nation, the provinces and municipalities. These population 
estimates are employed to determine the number and distri- 
bution of seats in the House of Commons and many provincial 
legislatures. They are also vital to the determination 
of federal-provincial transfer payments, allocation of 
funding for federal-provincial cost-sharing programs and, 
in many provinces, to the determination of provincial- 


municipal transfers. In SaddPrLons, ~“iAmportant “statist iread 
inf ormation- is* “provided on+such important’ topics® -as«-the 
agée@¥distraibution of Whe» +population? “family**’ structure;

Content Development 


3. Planning for the 1986 Census began in mid-1982 with intensive 
consultations with major federal departments responsible 
for economic, social, energy and housing policies. Early 


consultation with these departments reflects the major 
role census data will play in the development of federal 
government policies and programs in the second half of 
the decade: 


4. In December 1982 a discussion paper summarizing federal 
government data needs was sent to over 200 federal govern- 
ment, provincial government and private sector data users 
for comment. Comments received were collated and analyzed. 


5. A*Murtherm paper *dascussing options forsthe 2986 7Gensus 
was forwarded to the same user groups for comment .in June 
PIS3% AfterVranalysis “ofthe Mresults-vot alil® rounds’ of 
consultatvon, 9a Linal® discussion paper "was prepared *and 
distributed outlining plans for the 1986 Census. 


6. In addition to comments and recommendations solicited 
by Statistics Canada, recommendations were also received 
from two parliamentary committees: the Special House of 
Commons Committee on Visible Minorities in Canadian Society 
‘and the Special House of Commons Committee on the Disabled 
and the Handicapped. Consultations also occurred with 
various groups with respect to the 1986 Census questions 
on aboriginal peoples and disability. 


7. The proposed 1986 Census questionnaire was first submitted 
to. Cabinet formapproval sin “June 91984, and. the resulting 
Order in Council prescribing the 1986 Census questions 
published in Canada Gazette, on July 14, 1984. 


8. For budgetary reasons the government announced the cancell- 
ation of the 1986 Census in November 1984. While the 
1986 Census was reinstated in December 1984, the requirement 
that Statistics Canada realize the savings that would 
have resulted from the cancellation was maintained. While 
these savings are to be realized over the total activity 
OfenctatiserCoes.Canddda,. a.) SIOnB EI Cant. \pacta, Of mine. total 
is to come from cost reductions in 1986 Census operations 
including a reduction in 1986 Census content.

Census questionnaire was done with reference to priorities 
established by’ users in earlier rounds of consultation. 
The original Order in Council was revoked on July 4, 1985. 
A revised 1986 Census questionnaire was submitted to Cabinet 
and a new Order in Council prescribing 1986 Census questions 
was published;;in ‘the, Canada Gazette...on , July. 20,4. 1965. 


Topics Covered by the Census 


10. The government has approved 32 questions for the 1986 
Census requiring a maximum of 65 responses from households 
and one from enumerators. In terms of question coverage, 
thiss-will)-result.. int»a’ census’,.of,.slightly .ceduced. size 
from,that.of the, 1981, Census. 


11. The topics covered are considered to represent a reasonable 
balance between needs for data as expressed by many users, 
the appropriateness of the census as a means of collecting 
particulan pkinds,.of ~data,;«wthe difficulty with some topics 
of formulating questions likely to elicit accurate and 
consistent answers from respondents and the need to avoid 
imposing too great a response burden on households. To 
reduce the burden on households, twenty-three of the thirty- 
two questions will be asked of only one household in every 
five. Many additional topics were sought by users but 
were not proposed for inclusion for reasons of cost, response 
burden, suitability of census methodology, likely adverse 
publics reaction, or! possible,.rnepercussions » on» the. qualaty 
of the data. 


12. The number of questions (as indicated by responses required) 
by broad subject headings, together with corresponding 
numbers of questions for the 1981 Census are given in 
the following table.

14. A number of questions from the 1981 Census were not retained 
forgethe, 193 b4eCeonsus:. These were length of residency, 
number of bathrooms, fuel used for water heating, condition 
of dwelling, religion, school attendance, fertility, and 
date .of. first marriage. Reasons for not including these 
questions “included low user (priority, low volatility “of 
the data over time, availability of similar data from other 
sources and greater suitability of other survey vehicles 
to obtain the required data. 


Aboriginal Peoples 


15. In the 1981 Census, data on aboriginal peoples were collected 
on a sample basis in part of a broader question on ethnic 
origin.

Structural Type Of Dwelling 


17. The 1981 Census of Population included a question to res- 
pondents on the structural type of their dwelling or the 
building containing their dwelling.

However, post-census evaluation of the data on structural 
type of dwelling revealed serious quality problems, parti- 
cularly in urban core areas with regard to small, multi- 
unit residential buildings (e.g., duplexes, semi-detached 
houses, row houses, garden homes). 


18. To resolve the data quality problem, the 1986 Census ques- 
tion on alestructural type tofedwelling wild. whbemcoded by 
the enumerator rather than posed to the respondent household.

Disability

House of Commons on the Disabled and Handicapped recommended 
Statistics Canada include questions on the disabled and 
handicapped in the 1986 Census questionnaire and conduct 
a follow-up survey of the disabled and handicapped.

Income 


24. Minor changes have also been made to the 1986 Census income 
question to increase detail available on pension and re- 
tirement incomes. 


Field Procedures 


25. As with all censuses since the 1971 Census, the 1986 Census 
will be a self-enumeration census. The urban areas enumera- 
tors will drop-off questionnaires during census week to 
be! mailed back by “respondent “households. In rural areas 
enumerators will drop-off questionnaires during census 
week but pick them up during the weeks following Census 


Day. A Census of Agriculture is administered conjointly 
with the Census of Population, following the same drop- 
off procedure. The north and other remote areas with 


problems of accessibility will be enumerated using a can- 
vasser/personal interview method as will most Indian re- 
Serves. The enumeration of remote areas will be carried 
out in early 1986 because access in the May-June period 
rsVimpracticals. 


26. The *scensus | Eieldr toperat ion iis. t-co-ordindgted my Statistics 
.Canada‘s Head Office staff in Ottawa but implemented by 
Statistics Canada's eight regional offices. A temporary 
work force numbering some 45,000 persons will be hired to 
carry out the 1986 Census collection phase under the manage- 
ment of permanent staff. For tthe. jfarst itiime in €r9s67 1250000 
of the temporary staff will be hired through a federal 
student/youth employment program. 


27. For the» purposes’ of ©1986 -Census enumeration, approximately 
39,000 Census Representatives (enumerators) and 2,000 Census 
Commissioners (enumerator supervisors) will be recruited 
acrossi°Canada forpéshort=téerm® field tduties Cine mid=1986:; 
Each Census Commissioner will be responsible for approximately 
20 Census Representatives who themselves will be responsible 
for the enumeration of a maximum of 375 dwellings in urban 
areas ®and ia ‘minimum of 225 “dwellings “in rural! areas. In 
addition, special enumerators will be employed for the en- 
umeration of collective dwellings (e.g. hotels, work camps, 
orphanages, hospitals, penal institutions). 


28. Several methods will be implemented to provide assistance 
in understanding the nature and purpose of the census and 
in completing the census form. These include distribution 
ofS Hnfiormatiion to rally howseholds+*providing’ instruction ton 
completion of the form and explaining the purpose and use 
of the questions, the use of interpretors for persons who 
have language problems, the provision of translations of 
the questions into twenty-eight non-official languages, 
assiwewiivasy €4 Braidle version” in both official languages; 
the use of aboriginal enumerators on reserves and, if feasible, 
in areas wien large aboriginal populations... <> 
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---- A Telephone Assistance Service will be available during 
the period of enumeration and is expected to handle some

will be able to provide assistance in a variety of languages 
in addition to offering visual ear service to hearing impaired. 
Experience of past censuses has shown that such services 
have been beneficial in providing information that persons 
need concerning the census, and, thereby, in improving res- 
ponse rates and coverage. 


The short=form (2A) squestionnaire: distributed to. 802 of 
Canadian households will be bilingual. The long-form (2B) 
questionnaire is distributed to 20% of households and will 
exist in separate English and French versions. This 


questionnaire will be provided in the language preferred 
by the household. Where the language preference is unknown, 
long-form questionnaires in both official languages’ will 
be provided. 


The production of maps required in the collection process 
has already been started by Statistics Canada's Geography 
Diva SLOnE Information necessary for the updating of 1986 
Census maps is obtained from notes made by Census Repre- 
sentatives (enumerators) during 1981 Census field collection 
and from the field staff of other Statistics Canada surveys. 
Additional information is obtained from provincial governments 
and regional and local planning departments. Boundaries. 
for census geostatistical areas will be frozen at ‘their 
Status on January 1, 1986 to, facilitate: mapping and: collection. 


Canadian and international experience has shown that censuses 
cannot be conducted successfully without a public communica- 
tions campaign designed to create awareness of the census, 
motivate respondents and provide information to guide respon- 
dents in completing their questionnaire. An extensive public 
communications campaign around the theme "Count yourself 
infseconducted prior to ‘and during the collection, “phase of 
the 1981 Census has been assessed aS an important factor 
in enabling the 1981 Census to achieve high levels of response 
and rapid processing of the completed questionnaire. While 
undercoverage in the 1981 Census was similar to previous 
decennial censuses, mail back response of questionnaires 
wassignificantly more rapid and the incidence of non-response 
to specific questions considerably reduced. 


It is anticipated that the environment in which the 1986 
Census will be ‘conducted will be similar to that of the 
LOSiayiGensus: Privacy and confidentiality will: continue 
to be issues. While the most controversial questions from 
previous censuses will not be asked in.the 1986 Census, 
the introduction of the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
has sensitized the population to issues of privacy and dis-

Vacancy Check 
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Subsequent to ‘Census Day; »Statistics Canada carries ‘out 
a vacancy check whereby a sample of dwellings listed as 
unoccupied by Census Representatives is verified to determine 
whether in fact the dwelling was vacant on Census Day, 
and, if not, whether the occupants had been enumerated. 
Based on the findings of the vacancy check, additions are 
made to the data base during processing to reflect households 
and persons missed on Census Day. 


Reverse Record Check

Statistics Canada carries out tamtadditional check to-estimate, 
rather than correct, census undercoverage. The check re- 
quires construction of an independent list of persons among 
whom will be included all persons who should be enumerated 
in the census and then tracing persons on the list to identify 
those persons on the list who should be enumerated.

The next stage is to deal with data 
that aze,-bogically. incensistent, Programs developed .by 
Statistics Canada identify and suppress inconsistent responses 
in a manner designed to minimize the number of suppressed 
responses. 


40. The problem then posed is to deal with missing data arising

The microfiche requests 
represented a very small percentage of total orders. Micromedia 
prepares and offers “subscriptions to current Statistics Canada 
publications on microfiche. 


Question 3 


Are libraries given any preferential treatment on inquiries in 
the current structure of Advisory Services reference service?. 


Answer 


Yes, we do give priority to Inquiries received from “libraries 
for reference assistance. The inquiries officers will respond 
at the time of your request from the reference collection used 
at the initial contact level whenever possible, or make it ‘'urgent' 
and pass it along to the research group for attention and reply.

The return envelope for each questionnaire carries a special 
code which identifies the Census Commissionner who is responsi- 
ble for numerous Census representatives working for him/her. 
Each Census representative is responsible for a small geogra- 
phic area, about 375 households in urban areas and 125 house- 
holds in rural areas. The mailed back Questionnaires are there- 
fore sorted at each post office so that a Commissioner can re- 
distribute them to the appropriate Census representative who 
ensures that all households in their area are accounted for.

In pickup areas, shortly after Census Day, the Census Rep- 
resentative will return to each household to pick up the quest- 
ionnaire(s). He/she will edit them to ensure that they have 
been correctly completed. Incomplete questionnaires must be 
properly completed before the Census Representative leaves the 
household. 


In Canvasser Areas, the above activities are combined in one 


phase. The Census Representative visits each dwelling and com- 
pletes a questionnaire for each household and agricultural op- 
erator (if applicable) by interview. He/she reviews the quest- 


ionnaire(s) for completeness and conducts any necessary follow- 
up before leaving the household. 

Once all questionnaires have been accounted for by the Census 
representative and the Census Commissioner, a Quality Control 
Technician is called in, who performs sample tests to determine 
the degree of compliance in enumeration and questionnaire con- 
tent. When satisfactory results exist, the questionnaires are 
forwarded to Ottawa, where tabulation of over 9 million quest- 
ionnaires, each containing at least 9 responses, begins.

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INTRODUCTION 


DATA 
PUBLICATIONS 


The purpose of this note is to provide Census data users with an 
update on output planning for the 1986 Census. The Output Team's 
original discussion paper, entitled Products and Services of the 1986 
Census: Preliminary Plans, reached quite a few data users, many of 
whom responded to the general proposals it contained. Over the past 
few months, the Output Team has investigated a number of new 
options; some ideas have taken root more firmly while others have 
receded. Although plans have not yet been finalized, data users may 


be interested to know the current thinking on output issues. 


It should be stressed as the outset that, in exploring the options for 
census products and services, cost implications must be carefully 
assessed since expenditures on production and dissemination must be 
fully recovered from subsequent sales. Therefore any planned 
product, be it a publication, tape or diskette, should be justified on 
the basis of widespread demand. Data in limited demand are more 
suited to other dissemination formats which not only have lower 
production costs but also provide more flexibility for tailoring — 


products to user requirements. 


In Preliminary Plans, three series of data publications were proposed: 
population and dwelling counts; Census Subdivision (municipality) 
profiles; and a "Canada and the Provinces" series designed to show 


the scope of census subject matter. 


In response, data users stressed the need for sub-provincial data in 
publication form, especially at the Census Tract and (Census 
Metropolitan Area levels. In addition, there was considerable 
interest in products presenting data on a particular topic (e.g. the 
elderly, the labour market) and, where feasible in the inclusion of 


nistorical data. 


The following tentative list of data publications has accordingly been 
drafted, reflecting users' views on the kinds of data most needed in 


publication form: 


1. Population and dwelling counts for all levels of census geography 


(including Place Name Reference Lists); 
National and Provincial/Territorial Data 


2. "Canada and the provinces" series, to show scope of census 


subject matter; 
3. Series on social issues and target groups; 


4. Historical series providing data on a range of variables; 


Subprovincial Data 
5. Census Subdivision profiles (packaged by province); 


6. Census Tract Profiles; 


7. Profiles for other subprovincial areas, in particular Federal 


Electoral Districts; 


8. Publication showing selection of profile data and/or cross- 


tabulations for Census Metropolitan Areas. 


The last three items on this tentative list pose a number of dilemmas. 
In the case of the Census Tracts, 1981 Census profile publications 
were produced for 36 urban areas. The profiles for the larger 
metropolitan areas were widely distributed and, on the basis of their 
1981 record, the publication costs would seem to be justified. 
However, bulletins for the smaller areas were much less in demand. 
Another question is: to what extent should small area census data be 
published on their own, as opposed to being integrated into other 
products which assemble data from more than one source (Smal! Area 
[Mata Program's Federal Electoral District Profiles are one example 


of this kind of product).

In general, the publications proposed for 1986 build on the successes 
of 1981. This approach will help to minimize the impact of any 
reduction in the number of data publications. A comparison of the 
series outlined above to their 1981 counterparts shows that the 1981 
National Series would be repeated in "Canada and the Provinces", 
although on a smaller scale, perhaps one-third to one-half. This 
cutback would be partially counterbalanced by the introduction of the 


new historical and "social issues" series. 


The 1981 Census Provincial Series would be eliminated, except for 
the popular Geographic Distributions publications. (For 1986, it is 
proposed that population and dwelling counts be made available in 
"provincially packaged" publications retaining the approach adopted 
in Geographic Distributions.) The remaining publications in this 
series were among the least popular 1981 Census bulletins. The 
tabulations were mostly for Census Metropolitan Areas, Census 
Divisions and larger Census Subdivisions (10,000 +). The interest in 
data for these larger subprovincial areas varies widely and often the 
characteristics and tabulations of interest vary by area. By not 
producing these data in publication format, resources can be 
allocated to the development of a more flexible system allowing 
users to obtain, on demand, subprovincial data more relevant to their 


local interests (see discussion of semi-customized products below). 


The Output Team's general view on the importance of reference 
products has been enthusiastically seconded by data users. The 
following products have been proposed: 


1. a catalogue; 


2. a Dictionary of Census Terms, similar to the 1981 version;

a series of User Guides - short publications on a range of topics, 
such as data quality information on selected variables, random 
rounding and suppression, sampling and weighting, using census 


geography, using the custom tabulation service, and so on;

an Historical Bibliography, to assist the user in accessing data 


from past censuses; 


a description of the census process, outlining the different stages 


in the census cycle, providing copies of census questionnaires and 


so On. 


This represents a substantial increase in the number of reference 


products, relative to 1981, which will help the data user community 


in gaining maximum benefit from census data.

Some of these products (e.g., reference maps) are needed very 
extensively while others are of interest to a relatively small group of 
data users. The Output Team is looking for cost-effective ways of 


disseminating these products. 


Other geographic reference products which may be of interest to 
census users are area master files (AMF) and the street indexes 
derived from them. Use of the AMFs can be negotiated on a contract 
basis and it will be possible to produce listings of the street indices 
on demand. However, the demand for these is not sufficient to 
justify their production as standard publications. Another set of 
products are CARTLIBs, the digital cartographic libraries of the 
boundaries and related features of various geostatistical areas used 
by computer mapping programmes. CARTLIBS will be produced if 
they are needed for an Atlas Series of thematic maps; either way, 
users interested in these may have them produced on a special 


request basis. 


In response to Preliminary Plans, some users expressed concern that 
no magnetic tapes or microfiche had been proposed as "planned" 
products for 1986. Rather, the emphasis was placed on offering a 
range of output modes for customized and "semi-customized" tables. 
This approach was initially taken because there seemed to be limited 


user interest in the inassive 1981 output available on tape and fiche. 


Response to Preliminary Plans suggests that a certain number of 
users are interested in small area data (particularly EA-level output) 
on tape. The question now is: are subject matter needs similar 
enough from one user to the next to warrant the development of a 
core set of EA tables as a "planned" product? Furthermore, is there 
an interest in the same set of tables for Census Tracts and Census 
Subdivisions? Or can these needs be met more efficiently through 
special requests? Information on user requirements in this area is 


currently being assessed.

Although voiced by different user groups, concerns about "planned" 


microfiche parallel those raised about user summary tapes. 


There are some indications that microfiche play a role similar to data 
publications, as a guarantee of data availability to a large number of 
users. The Output Team is currently looking into the utilization of 
1981 Census microfiche with a view to determining what, if anything, 
should be produced in this mode. It seems likely that any planned 
tapes would also be available on microfiche. In addition, it will be 
possible to obtain other semi-customized or fully customized 


tabulations on microfiche. 


The question of microdata tapes is also under investigation. 
Consideration is being given to the feasibility of producing a PUST 
file early in the output production cycle. However, because of the 
relatively high cost of production compared to sales, it is likely that 
some special funding would be necessary. A number of users will be 


consulted for their views on content, funding, timing and other issues. 


Interest in on-line access to 1981 Census data was very limited. At 
present, there are no plans to maintain the CANSIM Summary 
Database System (CSDS) on-line although the system may be used 


internally to produce tabulations from summary data bases. 


Many users have indicated a growing interest in using census data ina 
microcomputer environment. Some users are currently downloading 
data obtained on magnetic tape; others have indicated their interest 
in obtaining data on diskette. Currently, work is underway to assess 
ways of disseminating data on diskette. This work focuses on 
providing profile data as well as customized data sets on diskette. In 
addition to the problem of the different standards for various 


microcomputers, questions arise as to whether the data should

be provided by themselves or with some basic software for data 


manipulation. 


Attention is also being given to possible future modes, for example 
to the potential use of optical disk technology for dissemination 


purposes. 


Given the on-going evolution in the use of microcomputers and the 
Current uncertainty as to related data needs, the Census Output 
Team will continue to assess alternatives and will work with data 


users to develop and test products. 


One of the major thrusts initially proposed by the Output Team was 
to improve the custom tabulations service in a number of ways, 
including faster turnaround time, better information about the 
service and possible user training to increase efficiency. These ideas 
were well-received by data users and a number of efforts to 


strengthen the service are currently underway. 


An important part of the effort to improve the custom tabulation 
service and avoid production bottlenecks is the early identification of 
user requirements. A number of major data users have already 
provided a detailed description of their needs. Options for meeting 
these needs are currently being examined. To facilitate plannning for 
custom tabulations, users who might be interested in_ special 
tabulations are asked to provide the Output Team with a qeneral 


indication of their expected requirements. 


One way of improving turnaround time on special requests is the 
possible introduction of a new line of "semi-customized" products. 
Conceived to fill the gap between planned and customized products 
and to make more efficient use of resources, semi-customized tables 
would have pre-defined content but would be generated on request 


for geographic areas defined by the data user. A description of these 


= ibe) 


tables - perhaps even table mock-ups - could be found in a catalogue, 


as an aid to visualizing the end product. 


This idea has appealed to a great many data users, although they are 
naturally interested in the cost. One of the advantages of the semi- 
customized idea is that the content need not be entirely defined in 
advance of the Census. As long as there is an effective means of 
communicating with data users, new tables can be designed on a 
semi-customized basis, as needs change and as new ideas for tables 


emerge. 


The following might constitute an initial set of semi-customized 
products. In all cases, it should be possible to produce tables for any 
standard or non-standard (i.e. geocoded) geographic area, subject to 
the usual constraint that the level of detail in the data be appropriate 


for the size of area: 


l. profiles for user-defined areas (same content as published CSD 


profiles); 


2. indicators - a set of summary statistics, displayed to facilitate the 
rapid selection of areas with particular characteristics - a high 


median age, a large proportion of persons living alone and so on; 


3..a selection of tables built around a particular social issue or target 
group - a number of these "packages" could be designed to 
complement the publication series on social issues, providing sub- 


provincial data on request; 


4.a selection of tables designed with a particular user group in mind - 


for example, a package for urban planners or school boards.

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The highly successful 1981 Content Series is being considered again 
for 1986. Indeed, the list of topics covered in this series could be 
expanded. Also, options for an Atlas Series of thematic maps are 


currently being examined, in part through discussions with data users. 


In addition to the products outlined above, other products will be 


developed in response to specific needs, if funding is available. 


For example, in addition to the usual preliminary population counts it 
is expected that preliminary population counts of native peoples will 
be released in January 1987. A special output package of data on the 
aboriginal population will also be developed as part of the Aboriginal 


Peoples Program. 


As another case in point, a decision was taken to identify only four 
categories for the structural type of dwelling variable (in contrast to 
the nine categories identified in the 1981 Census) in order to reduce 
costs. However, a number of data users require more detailed coding 
and, in response to this need, the nine categories will in fact be 
identified. The funding of this activity wil be covered by a 
combination of (i) "up-front" funding from a number of users, for 
whom a special output package on structural type will be developed 
and (ii) a surcharge of special tabulations containing structural type 
data. 


A decision was also taken to not code responses to the census 
question on place of work, resulting in a savings of over $2 million. 
Again, the offer was made to undertake this coding activity for 
specific areas on a cost-recovery basis. Discussions were held with 
interested data users and in all cases except Ontario, where 
discussions are continuing, it was decided either that the data were 
not a high priority or that funds could be better spent on other data 


collection activities. 


KEEPING IN 
TOUCH 


The Output Team is giving careful consideration to different means 
of communicating with data users, during the critical time when 
products are being planned and then released and also in the longer 


term. 


A newsletter for census data users is one possibility now under study. 
This could serve to inform users of product availability and could 
carry related information on output developments, data quality news 
and other information of interest to the census data user. If a 
newsletter of this type is undertaken, its first issue could be as early 


as this autumn. 


Another idea which has been advanced, is to prepare a one or two 
page selection of highlights on each census variable, for release when 
the processing phase has been completed for that variable. In 
addition to a few very succinct highlights, this facts sheet could 


contain a small table and perhaps a chart. 


A third way of keeping in touch would be to develop and offer user 


training courses on a number of topics. For example: 


* a workshop on 1986 Census - what data are available and how they 


can be accessed; 

using Census Customer Services; 
* Census data for university students; 

census workshop for librarians. 
Whatever mechanisms are eventually adopted, the Output Team is 
concerned about maintaining good communications with data users. 


The whole question of data release procedures will be coming under 


careful scrutiny. 


PRICING OF

NEXT STEPS 
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While many of the proposed product enhancements, particularly those 
related to semi-customized and fully customized tabulations, have 
been well received by most data users, virtually all users have asked 
about the price of these products. Prices will to a large extent 
depend on production costs and in particular on the possibility of 
introducing retrieval efficiencies into the production process; 
accordingly, some benchmarking of the costs will be required before 
prices can be determined. Over the coming months, as the systems 
development work is completed, an assessment of retrieval costs will 
be made and this will serve as input to the pricing policy for 


products and services. 


During the next few months, the Output Team will continue to 
consider the options for the production of publications listed above. 
Work will focus on a more detailed assessment of publication costs 
and potential sales and on specifying the contents of the publications 
in more detail. In the case of machine readable data, the focus will 
be on identifying what tabulations are of sufficient interest to justify 
production as_ planned tape or diskette products. The production 
costs of semi-customized and fully customized tabulations will also 


be considered in some detail. 

It is expected that decisions on most of the planned products will be 
made by early fall, 1986. Users who have expressed an interest in 
Census output will be kept informed of developments and may be 
contacted for further comments on proposed products.

The first catalogued publication from the 1986 publication program was 
released on January 14, 1987. 


The 1986 Census Dictionary, is a reference product designed to assist census 
data users in understanding and interpreting census information. It provides 
alphabetically-listed definitions of census variables from the four major 
universes: population, families, households, and dwellings and also for the 
geography variables. The dictionary includes a colour-coded cross-reference 
index to the most commonly-used census terms and synonyms, and appendices 
with additional details on census concepts. 


The listing for each variable includes information on the availability of 
similar data from previous censuses, the population for which that particular 
variable applies, the response categories and some remarks indicating 
historical comparability and changes affecting the variable. 


ENUMERATION AREA REFERENCE MAPS - 1986 CENSUS OF CANADA 

Several series of reference maps showing the boundaries of enumeration areas 
of the 1986 Census of Canada are now available. Users of data from the 1986 
Census will find these maps useful if they wish to relate census data to 
the geographic area known as the enumeration area. 
An enumeration area refers to the area canvassed by one census 
representative and ranges in size from a minimum of about 125 households 
in a rural area to a maximum of about 375 households in urban areas.

This new Statistics Canada publication is a tool for obtaining information 
on the Bureau's recent publications. It contains some 425 titles, most of 
which were published between April 1985 and May 1986. The documents listed 
discuss statistics regarding such things as the economy, the population, 
education, agriculture, manufacturing and communications. 


Information on frequency of publication, language and price is given following 
the description of each publication. There are also a few advertisements 
highlighting some publications which are likely to be of interest to users 

and which are or will be available at Statistics Canada's various sales points 


This compendium on selected publications will be updated every three months. 
It will help keep you informed regarding new publications, so that you can 
obtain the most recent sources of information. 


Statistics Canada - Current Publications Index - 11-204 - $10.00 


The Current Publications Index replaces and updates the annual Statistics 
Canada Catalogue. It is essentially a reference tool. It lists all numbered 
publications released by Statistics Canada up to June 30, 1986, publications 
which have appeared or been discontinued since the issuing of the 1985 
catalogue, and titles which have been modified since the appearance of the 
1984 catalogue. The format and style are the same as for the old catalogue. 
In addition to the list of publications, there is an index of titles, subjects 
and commodities. Also included is a conversion table for publications 
previously designated by an "X" that have been given a new five-digit number. 
However, no prices or order forms are provided. Inquiries regarding prices 
and availability of titles should be addressed to Publications Sales, 
Statistics Canada, or to Statistics Canada's regional offices. 


As with the catalogue it replaces, the list of publications is organized 

by subject and in numerical order. Each entry is accompanied by a short 
description of the contents, preceded by information regarding the frequency 
of publication, the languages in which the publication appears, the number 
of pages, the data of first issue and the International Standard Serial 
Number. The index is an essential tool for a good understanding of Statistics 
Canada's collection of publications.

CENSUS OF MANUFACTURERS - NEW PUBLICATIONS 


Beginning with the 1985 editions, the Industry Division is changing the 
publishing format of the results of the Census of Manufactures Surveys. This 
will result in a large number of annual publications being discontinued and 
replaced by two types of publications. 


Publication has begun of the Principal Operating Statistics, a series of 

248 two page publications corresponding to tables 1, 2 and 3 of the old 
publications for each individual industry or SIC (Standard Industrial 
Classification 1980 version, Catalogue 12-501). In addition, there will be 

20 commodity reports by industry major group. The compendium of principal 
statistics 31-203 Manufacturing Industries of Canada, National and Provincial 
Areas will continue to be published. 


Publication Numbering: 

The commodity publications will have a 5 digit annual publication in the 
usual format. For example, 32 - 250 Food Industries will contain commodity 
shipments for all the industries covered by this major group. Principal 
Statistics publications for those industries use the same first five digits 
followed by the letter B and then the 4 digit SIC code. For example, 
32-250B1021 identifies Fish Products Industry (SIC 1021).

In effect, publication and diskette 
complement each other.

FEATURE ARTICLES 


When you are stumped for a source and have exhausted all the obvious references, 
a good bet is to check our 'feature articles'. They are contained in a variety 
of publications and cover a wide range of topics. 


Recent articles in the "Canadian Economic Observer" included "Canada's Inter- 
national Transactions in Services" and "Can We Afford an Aging Society?" The 
latter, written by Dr. I. P. Fellegi, the Chief Statistician of Canada examines 
the economic impact of Canada's aging population. This publication is also a 
good source for analysis of current economic conditions and major international 
and national events. A list of the articles and technical notes is attached at 


the end of the newsletter. 


Alternatives include articles in the monthly "Labour Force" and "Employment, 
Earnings and Hours". They cover a broad range of issues for example "Women 

Wanting Work, But Not Looking Due to Child Care Demands" and "Time Loss from 
Work for Personal Reasons". 


The 'Labour Force' publication has a handy list of articles for the previous two 
years at the back of each issue. 


"Canadian Social Trends" is a slightly different tool; but an equally invaluable 
source of analysis of current socio economic conditions. It is a journal 


which carries different articles each quarter. Each edition draws on a wealth 
of statistics, culled from scores of documents.

1) The Key to the Census - The Census Handbook 


The census has a history that stretches over 320 years. The first Canadian 
Census was in 1666, when Jean Talon enumerated the 3,215 residents of his 
colony, doing much of the enumeration himself. 


Today's censuses are hardly such casual affairs. The scale and complexity 
of the modern Census provides a wealth of information. To help our data 
users take full advantage of all the information available, reference 
products such as the 1986 Census Handbook were developed.

The handbook offers a brief history of census-taking, a question by question 

outline of the 1986 Census, and an introduction to the geographic regions the 
census uses. It is a convenient "first stop" for new census data users, but 

it also tells experienced users about how the latest census differs from its 

predecessors, and it provides information about new products and services.

'"Dimensions' 


In response to increasing demands for historical economic data, two new 
publications are now available. One, entitled "Industry Trends", presents 
industry tables generated from five separate censuses. 


Highlights include: 


Two-thirds of the total growth in the labour force betwéen 1981 and 1986 
occurred in the community, business and personal service industries. The 
growth continued a trend which spans several decades and occurred despite 
a recession in the Canadian economy in the early 1980s. 


After continuous increases since 1951, the mining industry showed a net 
decrease of 10% in the size of its labour force during the 1981 to 1986 
period. 


The manufacturing and construction industries also showed a decline (-33), 
the gfirst sinceglgsi. 


The second "Occupational Trends" provides an historical perspective on the 
occupations of Canadians, drawing on data collected from four separate 
censuses. One table shows occupation data at the major group level for 
1961, 1971, 1981 and 1986. A second table provides more detailed breakdown 
for the 1971, 1981 and 1986 censuses. Data are provided for both males and 
females at the national, provincial and territorial levels. 


The data for both publications have been adjusted to account for differences 
in concepts and classification to ensure that meaningful analysis of trends 


can take place.
